Such a notification is justified 
owing to the fact thats concilia- 
tion between the Pope and Italy 
willimply theinternationaliastion 
of the Papacy, in which, in future, 
the Italian elemeat will not pre- 
dominate as heretofore, leat the 
Church should be considered [ 
more Italian than Catholic. The 
mere fact of such a notification, 
which President Wilson has 
consented to make, will afford. a 
sufficient international .ganction 
to the settlement, which may be 
announced” after Mr. Wilson’s 
visit to the Pope.

WAR SERVICE CHEVRONS. 


The wearing of War Service 
Chevrons has so far been un- 
authorised in the Merchant 
Service. This isa matter which 
has been drafn to the particular 
attention of the Board of Trade by 
the Imperial Merchant Servica 
Guild whioh has received an 
offiviat intimation from the Board 
that it has decided to authorize 
the wearing of these chevrons by 
the officers and men of the 
mercantile marine and also by 
licensed pilots. The official notice 
authorising the wearing of these 
chevrons i is as follows>— 

The ‘Board of ‘Trade has 
authorised chavrons to be worn 
by Masters, officers and seamen 


* | af the mercantile marina, licensed | . 
Mac.stli am 


pilots, and fishermen, who have 
served at sea or have been 
captured or interned during the 
war, 
following provisions >— , 

(1) One Chevron may be worn 
in respect of sea-going service, or 
captivity or internment in an 
enemy country, during the period 
from August 4, 1914 to December 
31, 1914. 

(2) One Chevron may be worn 
in respect of each or any of the 
three calendar years 1915, 1916 
and 1917, provided that at least 
three months.of the year have 
been spent afloat in sea-going 


‘| service, or in captivity in an 


enemy country, or both. 

(3} One chevron may be worn 
in respect of the remainder of the 
war when 12 months have been 
spent since January 1, 1918, in 
sea-going service (with or with- 
oute, period of captivity in an 
enemy country), provided that 
| the period of twelve months has 
commenced before November 11, 
1918,. when the Armistice WAS 
signed. 

(4) For certificated masters 
and officers, licensed pilots, 
uncertificated junior officers 
qualifying for their first certi- 
ficate, surgeons, pursers, wireless 
operators, cadets and. apprentices 
in the mercantile marine, the 
cherron for 1914 shall be silver, 
the others gold.’ For all other 
officers, skippers, second hands, 
petty officers; ranks and ratings | 


jin the mercantile marine, the}. 


chevron for 1914 shall be of red 
worsted, “the others of blue 
worsted. 

(5) The chevroas shall be simi- 
liar to'those worn in the Royal 


Navy and shall be worn on the}, . 
forearm of the right sleeve of the |. 


uniform, sea rig or shore rig; the 
silver and red worsted. chevrois 
respectively shall be worn below 
the others. 


(6) Chevrons earned for Naval 
or Military Service in ac- 
cordance with Admiralty . or 
War Office regufations, may 
be worn in addition to -the 
mercantile marine chevrons. 
No permission to wear the 
chevrons other than this general 
authorisation, will be required by 
masters, officers, seamen, licensed 
pilots or fishermen. Chevrons 
will not be provided by the Board 
of Trade, but they should be pur- 
chased by those authorised to 
wearthem. ° 

(7) Under the'defence of the 
Realm Regulations itis an offence | 
for any unauthorised person to

CONCESSIONS TO NAVY 
MEN. 


Recently, the military author- 
ities in Hongkong were notified af 
certain concessions in. pay appli- 
cable to the troops in the China 
Command, by reason of the abnor- 
mally high rate of the dollar. 
Information is now to hand that 
the Admiralty has approved of 
a scheme whereby naval men 
and civilians employed ashore 
are to receive their pay and 
allawances up to £300 a year at 
a 2/- dollar instead of 75 percent. 
as formerly, Half of any salary 
over £300 a year is alsa to be 
paid at at 2/- tothe dollar and 
the remainder at. the current rate. 
Officers and men atloat are to be 
paid 60 per cent. of their salaries 
at the }- rate instead of 50 per 
cent. hitherto, The new scheme 
is retrospective from January 1.

OUR PEKING LETTER. 
ee 

(From Our Own Correspenident.) 
‘ “Peking, March 1. 

Both Chinese atid Japanese 
seem to be engaged in a contest of 
publicity. The former disclosed 
as they thought all the agreements 
between the two countries which 
had not so far been divulged, but 
as these contained na reference to 
the much discussed War Parti- 
cipation Loan and the ArmsAgree- 
ment of 1916.it was believed that 
these documents were in Posses- 
sion of the Chinese who negoti- 
ated the instruments. Tele- 
grams from -Tokyo reported that 
these agreements had been pub- 
lished in Japan, the inference 
being that the Chinese Govern- 
ment had not acted in good faith 
when it informed the peace 
delegates in Paris that there 


‘remained no agreements which 


had not been disclosed. Such 
inference however was not just- 
ined. The Government acted 
in perfect good faith when 
it- made the announcement 
in question. When the Pre- 
sident made request for copies of 
these treaties he was referred to 
the War Participation Bureau, 
which in turn referred him tothe 
Chinese Minister in Tokyo. The 
latter replied tha: the document 
was in the archives of the War, 
Participation Bureau. This reply 
Then 
the documents were forthcoming. 

‘The end of the war proved that 
the apparently impossible could 
be achieved. That was seen in 
the. crushing of rampant mil- 
itarism. .It is seenin China in 
the repatriation of Germans. Less 
than a years ago it was deemed 


unlikely tha: deportation would | 


be carried out, Now it is 
an accomplished fact in spite 
of the bluffing Huns. They 
maintained - their air of 
braggadocio to the Jast but it was 


not quite so effective when ther 


were shepherded into the. special 


"| trains which conveyed them from 


Peking and Tientsin en route to 
Shanghai, where they embarked 
for their enforced journey home- 
wards. Foreigners are now free 
from the irritation’ which they 
conld scarcely avoid when, they 
encountered sneering Huns on 
the streets. 

An extraordinary incident 
occurred in connection with this 
matter. A number of German 
consular clerks were exempted 
from depdrtation in order that 
they might assist the Netherlands 
authorities in taking care of the 
German archives. To the Chinese 
authorities at Shanghai the list 
submitted by the Dutch Consul 
seemed somewhat swollen, 
and a letter was written 
suggesting that ‘it be re- 
examined. Unfortunately, 
Ivan Chen, the Commissioner for 
Foreign Affairs at Shanghai, was 
indisposed, and the letter. could 
not be signed. The letter was for- 
warded with a covering note er- 
plaining the circumstances.. The 
Dutch Consul returned the letter, 
with a statement written in Eng- 
lish to the effect that repatriation 
was a flagrant breach of inter- 
national law, and that.all un- 
pleasant consequences of this 
violence would -fall hack 
upon China. Such language com- 
ing from the representative of a 
friendly nation is keenly resented 
by the Chinese authorities, who 
may have to-aék for his frecall in 


the same why as they had to do | 


with respect to the Netherland 
Minister in Peking, whose pro- 
German attitude led to. un- 
diplomatic language which could 
not be tolerated, .
